Grain End of Ration W ill Need to Ba 
Increased 
Steadily 
During 
Late 
Winter— There Is No Better 
Feed Than Corn. 
Sedalians Were Present and Assisted 
in Ceremonies. 
Suppose “baby beeves” are to be 
finished for tho market next fall. This 
means that they must have a liberal 
supply of the right kind of feed all 
winter long, feed that will keep them 
growing in bone and frame and at 
tho same time developing in an all­ 
round manner. Tho grain end of the 
ration will need to be increased stead­ 
ily during tile winter, writes L. Hunt 
of Kansas in Farm Progress. There 
is no better feed than corn for this pur­ 
pose, and it should be fed liberally, 
using, say, from one-half to three­ 
quarters corn in the grain ration. Use 
bran and oil meal for the remainder. 
Where there is plenty of clover 
or alfalfa the corn part of tho grain 
ration may be even larger, as tho 
hay will take care of the protein part 
of the ration.

WOOD LOT VERY CONVENIENT 


Useful for Fuel Supply as Well as for 
Fence Posts and Timber for 
Other Purposes. 


During the years that have passed 
many men have been engaged in fight 
ing the forest, cutting and clearing 
land of timber, preparing it for the 
plow*. 
In other words, making farms 
and homes. 
The work still continues 
in the heavily timbered sections. 
Much bad judgment was used in 
the early clearing, often rather steep 
hillsides were denuded of timber and 
the soil put under the plow, while in 
many instances more level portions 
of the farm were left in timber. W ash­ 
ing soon followed the cultivation of 
such rough tracts, and today many 
of them are badly scarred by deep 
gullies and much of the surface soil 
has been ‘carried away. 
Every farm should have a small 
w’ood lot. 
Forestry on the farm is to­ 
day an important feature of agricul­ 
ture and ought to receive considerate 
attention from farmers. 
A wood lot 
is very convenient to have, not only 
as a source of fuel in times of scarce 
and high priced coal as at present, 
but to furnish fence posts and timber 
for various uses and to add beauty 
to the landscape and premises, afford 
shade, shelter and comfort to a lacge 
extent for all the occupants of the 
farm. 
A wrood lot properly cared for will 
continue to grow* and produce sufli 
cient for the needs of the farm f( • 
a time. 
And a little study of the sub­ 
ject of forestry will greatly aid in 
maintaining the tract in good condi­ 
tion.

During the rush of business the Im­ 
portance of cleanliness in the milk 
plant is often temporarily overlooked. 
As a reminder of points often neglect­ 
ed in this way, a score card, such as 
is used by dairy inspectors in scoring 
city milk plants, should be posted 
where it can be easily seen by tho 
employees who, by studying it, can 
learn wherein they are lacking, from 
the inspector’s point of view. 
The 
dairy division of the bureau of ani­ 
mal industry of the United States de­ 
partm ent of agriculture will send a 
sample score card on request. 
Many of the items on the card are 
self-explanatory, but there are some 
details in milk-plant sanitation which 
are riot given on any score card. 
If 
the floors, walls 
and 
ceiling 
are 
smooth and are made of sound and 
durable materials, they may be easily 
kept free from dirt and dust. 
Con­ 
crete floors are very satisfactory, for 
they can be flushed often with w a­ 
ter, there is no danger of rotting, and 
if properly constructed there will be 
no cracks in which dirt can collect. 
Iron plates laid in cem ent are sani­ 
tary and are more durable than con­ 
crete. 
A separate room for handling the 
milk apart from all other operations 
is essential and all doors m ust be kept 
closed to exclude flies and impure air.

vats, pasteurizers, coolers, fillers and 
other apparatus should be clovered to 
prevent all unnecessary contact with 
the air. 
The milk must be kept cool after it 
is received at the plant, and not be 
allowed lo stand long before bottling. 
If not used at once the cans should 
be put into a refrigerator or the milk 
stored in tanks made for this purpose. 
These tanks m ust bo in a cool place 
or be surrounded with a jacket of ice 
v/ater or brine. 
Strainers or cheese­ 
cloth are more satisfactory and more 
easily cleaned than those 
of 
wire 
gauze, but the use of strainers of any 
kind should be avoided as much as 
possible. 
Some dealers strain the 
milk after it is pasteurized before it 
is run into the filter. 
This may in­ 
crease the bacterial count and fur­ 
therm ore is unnecessary if the milk 
is properly clarified or filtered before 
pasteurizing and if the apparatus is 
clean. 
A filter of cheesecloth and cotton, 
if used, must be 
changed 
several 
times during the day. 
The cheese­ 
cloth must be washed, sterilized and 
kept where the air is pure. 
It can bo 
used a few days before throwing away, 
but the cotton, of course, should be 
used only once. 
As soon as the milk 
is put up all parts of the apparatus 
should be thoroughly cleaned by first 
rinsing in cool water, then washing 
with hot water to which washing pow­ 
der has been added, and finally steril­ 
ized with boiling w ater or 
steam.

He 
was offered 100,000 francs ($20,000) 
and all his expenses and was request­ 
ed to bring with him a patient who 
had b e e n fitted with the apparatus, so 
that the emperor himself might see if 
he w*as able to speak. 
“Meanwhile, as a result of a minor 
operation, the emperor’s condition im­ 
proved, as is often the case in this 
disease, the progress of which is im­ 
placable, but slow.

Poultry packers are urged by the 
specialists of the United States de­ 
partment of agriculture to give unus­ 
ual attention to preparing and pack­ 
ing their birds for shipment, particu­ 
larly if the mild weather, which has i 
been widely prevalent this autumn 
continues. 
The 
poultry 
specialists 
say that the weather conditions in 
many sections have been very similar 
to those which prevailed in the au­ 
tumn of 1913 and which, as poultry 
shippers will remember, proved dis­ 
astrous to ail packers w'ho did not 
dress, chill and pack properly. 
The specialists, therefore, recom­ 
mend the particular observance of the 
following methods of handling dressed 
poultry, which are essential to a per­ 
fect product at any time and are ol 
vital importance whenever weather 
conditions are unfavorable: 
Methods of Handling Dressed Poultry. 
1. Keep the holding batteries for 
your incoming stock clean, well aired, 
and free from vermin, and see that the 
chickens have plenty of fresh water 
and plenty to eat. 
2. Don’t kill a chicken when the 
crop is full of feed. Give the chicken 
only water for 24 hours before it is 
killed. 
Food in the crop or in the in­ 
testines of a dressed chicken causes 
loss of flavor and hastens decay, which 
more than offsets any gain from extra 
weight. 
3. Good bleeding is absolutely es­ 
sential to a good appearance on the 
market and retards decay. 
Circular 
61, bureau of chemistry, department of 
agriculture, explains the best methods 
of bleeding and loosening the feath­ 
er muscles for dry picking. 
4 Bang the chicken by both feet 
while picking. 
Hanging by one leg 
spoils the shape of the bird.

5. Dry pick if possible. 
Scalding 
is particularly undesirable because it 
hastens decay. 
6. Chill every dressed bird until the 
body temperature is below 35 degrees 
F. Never pack or ship an imperfectly 
chilled bird. 
More decay is due to 
imperfect chilling than to any other 
single factor in dressing. 
Dry chill, if 
possible. 
Chickens cooled in water 
lose flavor, decay sooner, will not cold- 
store as satisfactorily as dry-chilled, 
and are in every way more undesirable 
on the market. Refrigerator cars will 
carry well-chilled goods in good con­ 
dition, hut they cannot chill warm 
goods to a sufficiently low* tempera­ 
ture. 
7. Pack in boxes or small kegs when­ 
ever possible. 
A large barrel makes 
an undesirable package, because where 
poultry is packed in large masses the 
weight of tho upper layers crushes 
the birds at the bottom. 
8. Line all packages with parchment 
paper and cover the top of the poultry 
before the lid is put on. 
9. Wrap every head in suitable pa­ 
per so that blood from one bird will 
not mar the appearance of another. 
10. Use only good refrigerator cars 
and see that they are in good order. 
Ice and salt the car 24 hours before 
loading. 
The car, at the end of 24 
hours should show a temperature be­ 
low 40 degrees F. at a point four feet 
above the floor and between the doors. 
General Suggestions. 
Never 
handle 
chickens 
roughly, 
either before or after killing. 
Rough 
handling causes bruises, broken bones, 
scarred skins, and soft places in the 
flesh. Undue haste on the part of the 
killers and pickers results in lowered 
keeping quality and poor appearance 
of the product. 
Piecework, which leads to quantity 
rather than quality, makes for lower 
prices on the market. Those w ho pay 
by the piece should remember that 
they sell by the quality of the piece. 
These directions will 
apply 
with 
equal force to turkeys intended for the 
market.

An experiment conducted at the 
Kansas 
experiment 
station 
shows 
that silage reduces the cost of pro­ 
ducing butterfat from 30 cents to 21 
cents. 
The herds in this case were 
of sufficient size to give reliable data 
and eliminate 
the 
difference 
that 
might occur between tw*o cow*s. 
The lot which were fed silage gave 
seven pounds more milk in the sum­ 
mer and 95.5 pounds more in winter 
per month than the herd which were 
fed dry feed. 
The butterfat was also increased by 
.46 in summer and 4.6 in winter. The 
difference in the cost of feed was even 
greater. 
The silage-fed cows saved 
60 cents per month in the cost of feed. 


Ensilage for Lambs. 
Lambs that are being fattened need 
some kind of succulent food, and for 
this purpose corn-ensilage is a good 
substitute for roots. 
The expense of 
growing, and the additional labor re­ 
quired in caring for them, make the 
growing of root crops unprofitable for 
many of the flock owners, especially 
when ensilage can be produced moro 
easily and for less cost per ton. 


“Greens” for the Hens. 
A good substitute for “greens” can 
be made by cutting up clover leaves 
and tops. 
Pour over these enough 
boiling water to moisten thoroughly. 
Cover closely and let stand till nearly 
cold, then add some bran and corn­ 
meal; stir well before feeding. 
Feed 
this several times a week when green 
food is scarce.

Good Plan to Perforin the T a sk Im m c 
diately After Year's W ork Is 
Finished In the Fall. 


Harness should be cleaned at least 
once and where it is used continuous­ 
ly, twice each year. 
It is a good plan 
to clean the farm harness immediate­ 
ly after the year’s work is finished in 
the fall or winter. The harness which 
is kept well cleaned and oiled will 
wear a great deal longer and give less 
trouble than one that is not. 
More­ 
over, it is more comfortable to the 
horse. 
In the first place the harness should 
be taken entirely apart and all t h e . 
buckles and metal parts removed. The 
leather is then subjected to a thor­ 
ough washing, in rain w ater if pos­ 
sible, to which has been added a 
handful 
of 
good 
washing 
powder. 
Thirty minutes soaking will assist 
greatly in removing the dirt. 
After 
soaking, lay tho straps 
out 
on 
a 
smooth hoard laid crosswise of the 
tub or vat and scrub 
with 
a 
stiff 
brush. After washing, hang the pieces 
up to dry, rub them with 
harness 
blacking 
which 
will 
prevent 
their 
turning red. 
W hen completely dry, take a cloth 
and rub the harness until it takes on 
a polish and always rub the leather 
with the grain. After polishing apply. 
a day or two apart, two 
coats of 
n eat’s-foot oil to which has been add­ 
ed a little kerosene and 
a small 
amount of lampblack. 
Leave the harness hang till dry, but 
| do not put it in the sun or too close 
to artificial heat. 
Sponge it off with 
castile soap and water to prevent gum­ 
miness, fasten the pieces together and 
it is ready for use. Occasional spong­ 
ing with soap throughout the year 
will keep it in good shape.

Land can be inoculated for crimson 
clover, vetch and alfalfa or sw'eet 
clover by sowing the seed on it two or 
three years in succession.

HOW TO MAnE GRAFTING WAX 


Rosin, Beeswax and Tallow Are Nec­ 
essary Three Ingredients— Should 
Be Melted Slowly. 


There are three ingredients in the 
best grafting wax for use in out-door 
work: rosin, beeswax and tallow. The 
proportions (by weight) are rosin four 
parts, beeswax two parts, tallow one 
part; in all, seven ounces or pounds. 
They are to be melted slowly, in an 
iron vessel, putting in the rosin ten 
minutes or so before the beeswax and 
tallow. 
Then all well mixed together 
by much and careful stirring. 
When thoroughly mixed (in twenty 
or thirty minutes) a convenient por­ 
tion is poured into a bucket containing 
cold water. 
In a short time— rather 
less than a minute—it will be cool 
enough to be lifted out by the hands 
and pulled like taffy. 
The hands, of 
course, must have been greased with 
tallow, to prevent sticking. 
When it 
becomes light yellow by pulling it is 
ready to be made into short rolls, three 
or four inches long and an inch thick 
and placed in another vessel of cold 
water, to harden. 
Additional portions of the melted 
wax can be put through the saim 
operation until all is used up. 
The 
sticks, when sufficiently hardened, can 
be put away until required in grafting 
This wax will not crack on the grafts 
nor will it melt and run down in the 
hot sunshine. 
In using it, if th* 
weather is cool, it will need to lie ir 
water that is moderately warm. 
Ii. 
warm weather, cool water may be 
necessary. 
In lifting it out of the wa 
ter it will be best to shake off as mud 
of tho moisture as po'-sibD

Vigorous Growth W ill Help Plants to 
Withstand Injury Done by Many 
Injurious Insects. 


Rotation of crops, keeping the land 
free of weeds and trash of all kuids. 
late fall plowing of infested lard3, 
and 
properly 
nourishing . the 
corn 
plants, are about the only practical 
preventives 
or 
remedial 
measures 
that can be applied to the insects that 
attack corn in different w’avs, accord­ 
ing to James Troop, chief in entomol­ 
ogy at the Purdue experiment station. 
in a bulletin on “ How to Grow More 
and Better Corn.” 
“ The effectiveness of certain fertili­ 
zers as repellents has not b^en defi­ 
nitely determined as to extent, but the 
application of manure and fertilizers 
which produce vigorous growth will 
at least help the plants to withstand 
the injury,” whites Professor Troop, 
in commenting upon the difference be­ 
tween fields that had been treated and 
fields that were not given additional 
plant food. 
Illustrations show corn 
that was fertilized had been able to 
make good development in spite of 
the insects, while unfertilized corn 
had seriously suffered.

a year, 
as compared with $100,000,000, as un­ 
der the present budget. 
“The integrity of th.' nation,” the 
secretary said, reading from a state­ 
ment he had prepared, “may depend ^ 
on what is done in this matter. T his* 
may be lost unless a practical policy ^ 
is the result.” 
Referring to 
the 
far-spread m ili­ 
tary 
responsibility 
of the 
nation. 
which reaches into 
insular posses­ 
sions, such as Alaska and the Pana­ 
ma canal zone, he said: 
“We determine and announce our 
sovereignty must 
remain inviolable, 
and we must at all times stand ready 
to make it our position in this con­ 
nection.” 
“There is a disposition on the part 
of som e,” he continued, “to assume 
t hat w'e are facing a crisis. 
The .only 
way to meet any emergency is by 
adopting emergency measures. 
The 
personnel and material needed should 
be 
immediately 
mobilized. 
Every 
nerve should be strained and every 
resource drawn, and every prepara­ 
tion made to defend us, regardless of 
cost or other consideration. 
“There 
is 
common 
agreement 
among those w'ho have studied the 
subject that w'e should have a force 
of 500,000 men subject to instant call. 
Our immediate problem, therefore, 
is, how* shall w'e meet 
the 
require­ 
ment? 
The adjutant general reaches 
the conclusion that he cannot expect 
to recruit more than 50 OOO men per 
year for the army. 
It would there­ 
fore seem impracticable to consider 
the problem can be solved by pro­ 
viding for a standing army. 
Turning to the National Guard, Mr. 
Garrison said: 
“At present this force consists of 
approximately 129,OOo men and offi­ 
cers, end it w'ould therefore be neces­ 
sary, if it is to be expanded to 400,000, 
to add 271,0(0 men aud officers. 
I 
therefore propose a large addition to 
‘he federal aid extended to the Nap 
tional guard, so the system may be 
operated to its maxi mum capacity arid 
be available for feder it purposes.”

London, Jan. 6.—Even the famous 


British red tape, typical of pre-war 


days of conservatism * and 
bureau­ 
cracy, is, at times, diverted from its 
customary uses in the interests of the 
army. 
The following is a copy of an 
application received by the army sta­ 
tioner at British headquarters at the 
height of the second battle of Ypres: 
“Please 
deliver 
to 
bearer 
4,000 
yards of red tape, for use with respir­ 
ators for urgent issue to the front 
immediately.” 
The occasion was one of the first 
German gas attacks, and 
the 
4,000 
yards cf red tape was 
supplied 
in­ 
stantly and reached its destination in 
time. 
The army stationer at headquarters 
occupies a small old-fashioned room, 
which scarcely gives the 
visitor an 
adequate idea of 
his 
essential 
im­ 
portance to the forces in the field. 
It 
is a common observation among Bri­ 
tish offcials that “an army marches 
not on its stomach but rather on its 
Army Forms.” 
There 
are 
literally 
thousands of varieties of printed m at­ 
ter supplied through the army station­ 
er and without which modern military 
operations would be well-nigh impos­ 
sible. 
Nearly two hundred subordinates 
are required to attend to the business 
of which the haedquarters stationer 
is the head. 
They handle 700 differ­ 
ent kinds of “Army Forms,” 240 kinds 
of books of ruins and regulations, 60 
kinds of writing pape*\ and even 26 
kinds of inks. 
During the first year 
of war, the 
stationery 
service 
sup­ 
plied 52 million field service postal 
cards, 
printed 
in 
English, 
Hindu, 
Urdu and Gurmukhi, IOO million army 
message forms, 50 million of a single 
type of army form, and two million 
memorandum books for army record 
purposes. 
Even in such a 
small 
m atter as 
truck labels, there are 
several hun­ 
dred varieties kept in stock, and the 
total number on hand is never allow­ 
ed to fall below two millions. 
More 
than a 
thousand 
typewriters 
have 
been supplied 
to 
the army through 
the headquarters stationer since the 
first British troops landed in France, 
and the stationer maintains a staff of 
experts for repairing them. 
Pamphlets and books of m any kinds 
are included in the catalogue of the

Prof. Lippincott pointed out that the 
farmer, who sm okes, pays five or ten 
cents 
for 
a cigar, according to its 
quality, and that coffee, calico and 
canned goods come in different grades 
and at different prices. 
“Someone has said that the farm­ 
er makes the business m istake of buy­ 
ing the m ost of his purchases at re­ 
tail w hile selling his own product at 
w holesale,” he said. 
“It 
is 
equally 
true that he buys most of his goods on 
a graded basis and yet sells most of 
his products as he does his eggs on a 
‘flat price’ or ‘average price’ basis. 
“It makes a difference to the feed­ 
er who sends his steer into Kansas 
City whether or not those steers are 
really finished, not only because the 
fat steer weighs more, but because he 
brings a higher price per pound as 
well. 
Nearly every feeder has an am­ 
bition to top the market. 
The result 
is that w e have beef of very fine qual­ 
ity. 
There is no reason why every 
farmer’s w ife who take eggs to town 
on Saturday, when she does her trad­ 
ing should not be ambitious to top the 
market with her product.” 
Professor Lippincott asserted that 
as a step toward 
the 
general 
end 
winch he urged, the “loss off” m eth­ 
od of purchasing eggs is coming into 
larger use in the middle w est. 
By 
this method eggs unfit for food are 
discarded and are not paid for. 
For­ 
merly, 
he 
said, 
eggs 
have 
been 
bought upon a “case count” basis for 
a quoted price, without reference to 
quality of condition. 
“The value of the annual egg crop 
of Missouri, according to dependable 
statistics, furnished by the state bu­ 
reau of labor statistics, is more than 
$30,000,000,” Prof. Lippincott conclud­ 
ed. 
“It is disposed of in three ways. 
About 35 per cent of it is consumed 
by the producers and their fam ilies. 
Probably not over 3 per cent is mar­ 
keted as a specialty, while the re­ 
m aining 62 per cpnt finds its way 
into the regular channels of trade as a 
staple product.” 


GRADING EGGS FOR MARKET 


Extra 
First-Class 
V ariety W eigh at 
Least Twenty-Seven Ounces to 
Dozen and Are Clean. 


In large city markets eggs are usu­ 
ally graded into five classes. 
These 
grades are designated as follow's: Ex­ 
tra firsts, firsts, seconds, thirds, checks 
and leakers. 
Eggs that go into the extra first 
class weigh at least 27 ounces to the 
dozen, are clean, of strong shell, and 
uniform in size, shape and color. Tile 
air cell must be no larger than a 
dime. 
Firsts must compare 
with 
extra 
firsts on all points, excepting size. 
Eggs in this class must weigh at least 
24 ounces to the dozen. 
Eggs that are classed as seconds 
weigh at least 22 ounces to the dozen. 
The air cell may be the size of a quar­ 
ter dollar. Eggs in this classification 
must be clean, and uniform in shape 
and color. 
All sound eggs that fall belows the 
three classifications given above are 
termed thirds. This class takes all eggs 
that weigh less than 22 ounces to the 
dozen, ail dirty eggs and eggs that 
show large air cells and dark yolks. 
The doubleyolked eggs and those of 
poor shape also go into this class. 
Checks and leakers arc cracked and 
broken eggs. A check is one cracked, 
but not sufficiently to allow the con- 
j tents 
to escape. 
A 
leaker is 
one 
I broken so badly that the contents es- 
j cape. 
Checks and leakers do not 
I stand shipment, and should always 
be used or marketed at home while 
I strictly fresh. 
In candling many eggs fall below

During the winter and early spring 
months hens aro likely to be infested 
with lice. 
I bis is often because they 
1 are confined to the poultry house dur- 
j ing this period and do not have access 
to their accustomed dust w'allow. 
Two methods of eradicating lice are 
I commonly practiced by poultrymen. 
Ono is to dust each hen with a good 
lice powder; the other is to provide 
a dust wallow. 
Both of these methods have disad- 
! vantages. 
The first requires consider­ 
able labor, for experience Las proved 
that two applications of lice powder, 
eight cr ten days apart, are necessary 
thoroughly to rid the fow’l of lice. The 
second method, consisting of an open 
or partly inclosed box filled with dust­ 
ing material and located in the poultry 
house, is unhealthy and harmful. 
A box that wrill not fill the air of 
the pen w’ith particles of dust Is an 
improvement.

The top should slope 
somewhat, so it will shed w’ater, and 
should be covered with roofing paper. 
The rear side of the box, next to the 
poultry house, is also removed, with 
the exception of a single board eight 
inches high at the bottom, w'hich holds 
in the dusting material. On each side 
of the box, directly under the roof, 
poultry netting is used to cover the 
opening caused by the slope. The free 
circulation 
of air thus 
maintained 
tends to settle the dust. 
Tho opening leading from the house 
to tho wallow is covered with a piece 
of muslin which is slit in the middle. 
This keeps the dust from coming into 
the house. 
. 
The dusting material used in the 
box is worthy of mention. Three parts 
sand, one part land plaster or gypsum 
and 'a quart of lice powder will be 
found effective. 
A good recipe for 
lice powder is as follow’s: 
Place two and one-half pounds of 
plaster of paris in a pan. 
Then mix 
together tliree-fourths of a pint of 
gasoline and onc-lourth of a pint of 95 
per cent crude carbolic acid. 
Stir the 
plaster cf paris while you add the 
liquid. 
W hen thoroughly mixed the 
m aterial should be rather crumbly. It 
should then be dried and sifted, w’hen 
it is ready for use. 
Keep iu a tight 
can or jar.

the for’ard trucks. 
He was a fussy

The doctor pronounced it a case 
of heart disease, but he shook his 
head w'hen I described the clutch the 
dead man had held upon his throat 
He did not believe me. 
“We searched the deceased’s clothes 
for his name and address. His wallet 
W'as stamped ‘Abednego Donaldson.’

The dealer wa8 sup­ 
posedly the son of the owner, the 
victims being told that, and wras will­ 
ing to defraud his father because the J 
old man had disinherited him. 
Only one of the St. Louis victims is 
known to the police.

Henry 
Gallant, a pawn broker, who, the po­ 
lice say, has admitted the loss of $70,- 
000. 
Gallant w’as conduced to a lux­ 
uriously furnished gambling house in 
New’ York, and, playing by instruc­ 
tion, lost $4,000 in one instance, w’hile 
the dealer apparently lest $15,000. 
The dealer seemed morose over his 
loss and pretended 
to 
contemplate 
suicide. 
Gallant preva»»ed on him to 
desist, and Gallant w’as persuaded in­ 
to another game. 
Gallant on other 
trips lost good sized sums, according 
to the report.
